Town addresses 
workers' comp costs 


Wilmington employees are being 
given the opportunity to participate 
in several loss prevention training 
programs. The latest of these was a 
fire safety course in the beginning 
of November. 

According to Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull, the town is 
facing a $320,000 bill for workers 
compensation costs for FY 1991 and 
an estimated $355,000 cost the 
following year. In addition, because 
of the town's policy of not hiring 
new staff or filling vacancies, 
employees are under pressure to fill 
in when fellow personnel are out 
for extended periods of time. 

Hull explained it was his idea to 
offer some training programs to 
prevent health problems and keep 
costs low. This month, for example, 
Deputy Fire Chief Dan Stewart 
visited employees at town hall, the 


Department of Public Works, and 
the local library to outline the basics 
of fire prevention and to 
demonstrate the use of fire 
extinguishers to put out a fire. In 
mid-October, employees were 
given lessons in lifting heavy objects 
to avoid back injuries. During the 
new year, Hull also plans to offer a 
course on defensive driving. That 
course will include use of a video 
and discussion and a possible 
Defensive Driving course through 
the National Safety Council. 

Hull told this paper he hopes to 
draw up a calendar with preventive 
training sessions penciled in each 
month of the new year. He added 
many of the employees take what 
they've learned on the job and 
utilize the safety measures with 
their own families,

TAKING CAPITAL

As yet, the President has not 
been able to get the tax rate on 
long term capital gains slashed 
the way he'd like to. The top rate, 
as of now, stands at 28 percent, 
still lower than the "ordinary 
income" rate of a few years ago 
that could reach 33 percent. 

Note, however, that this reduced 
rate is for long-term capital gains.

Anything held for a shorter 
term is taxed at the top rate.

You stand to 
lose more if the stock drops, Or 
sell, and balance off the gain with 
a loss on another investment, 

This is a good time to review an 
investment portfolio and winnow 
out the losers. If you've reached 
the end of the year with little or 
no action on an investment, sell, 
use the loss to write off capital 
gains that would otherwise be 
taxable, and move the money into 
something better,

State contract to include _ 
Rt. 62 bridge, intersection

State officials have asked Storch 
Engineering to prepare a design 
contract for the Route 62 bridge 
and adjacent intersection: That 
contract is expected to be turned in 
to the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works by January or 
February of next year. 

Michael Matt, executive director 
of the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority, told the Town Crier he 
has been in touch with Storch's 
Project Manager Joseph Libuda 
and turned over technical 
information concerning a fifth lane 
on Route 38 (Main Street) to the 
firm. In addition, WRA members 
last week okayed Matt's suggestion 
‘to hire Bruce Campbell of Bruce 
Campbell Associates to act as their 
liason with Libuda to assure that 
Campbell's fifth lane design is 
included in the contract. 

The controversial bridge project 
has attracted much attention, both 


pro and con, in recent years. The 
state has agreed to take care of 
replacement of the narrow bridge. 
The town is expected to pay for 
design work for the intersection of 
Routes 62 and 38 to widen the road 
and ease traffic congestion. The 
redevelopment- authority hired 
Bruce Campbell to come up with 
the best solution to traffic prob- 
lems in the center of town. That 
solution included a fifth lane 
design, 

Matt said because Libuda believes 
both the bridge and the intersection 
should be done together the state 
has asked that the contract cover 
both projects. If DPW officials 
approve Libuda's design contract, 
the proposal would move to the 25 
percent design stage, said Matt. It 
would take about a year to reach 
that stage, he added, and then , 
Wilmington residents would be 
able to give input at a 25 percent 
public hearing.

Before World War II the most intriguing and aspiring 
politician in the United States was New York Governor 
Franklin D, Roosevelt, a wealthy Democrat with a colorful 
lineage. Just prior to winning a stunning re-election with an 
overwhelming 750,000 yote plurality, Roosevelt decided that 
the responsibility for the ravages of the Great Depression lay 
at home with local leaders. As Washington slept, Governor 
Roosevelt established the Temporary Emergency Relief 
Administration to help the masses of unemployed in his state. 

It's amazing how history repeats itself, Washington slept 
then and sleeps now. It has become a capital city of Scarlett 
O'Hara policy making. Remember~ Margaret Mitchell's 
aristocratic, southern belle character - "Fiddle-dee-dee, I can't 
worry about it today, I'll worry about it tomorrow." 

Tomorrow is Thanksgiving, perhaps the toughest one yet. 
Over 2,000 are reported unemployed\in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, that number not inclusive of those knocked off 
the benefits net. The towns are typical living symbols of a 
country approaching economic chaos, where job hunting men 
and women feel like they're searching for hens' teeth, and 
those still employed ponder solemnly how long before they 
unwillingly join their less fortunate friends. 

Meanwhile, if George Bush could cash-in his frequent flier 
mileage he'd make the Fortune 500 list. That wouldn't be so 
bad if the miles were domestic. 

Wilmington and Tewksbury - Massachusetts and the nation - 
need another FDR. His or her label can be Democrat or 
Republican, rich background or poor, but the new leadership 
has to fight the same thing our grandparents overcame through 
FDR's inspiration — fear — fear of lost earnings, health 
insurance, and fear of inevitably losing the family home. 

This fear has changed our thoughts and conversations of just 
a few Thanksgivings ago. Coffee chat used to be about 
Massachusetts Miracle, overtime-a-plenty at work, the new 
house and your fast, sleck sports car that came with a low 
interest loan. Today, local people chat about no overtime, 
perhaps no job at all, no loans available, and pending 
foreclosures on our friends' homes . . . or our own, 

I can't find it in me to preach that people out of work be 
thankful this year. But, for those still working and getting by 
perhaps this should be a Thanksgiving of resolutions. 

Bc it resolved, that Wilmington and Tewksbury will have the 
initiative that a governor named Roosevelt had more than fifty 
years ago. Resolved, that not another neighbor's home will go 
to auction,-but that instead hundreds of local friends will come 
to bid $1.00. Be it resolved, that local doctors will form a 
pro-bono, part-time clinic in our town halls for the hundreds 
of men, women and small children without health insurance. 
Be it resolved, that the employed pay tribute to groups like the 
Wilmington Community Fund, enabling them to increase their 
noble efforts. Be it resolved, that our towns will do whatever 
is necessary to avoid laying-off another single worker, at a 
time when unemployment is becoming a permanent status.

Wilmington Housing Authority member and former 
chairman Mike Donovan will resign his public offices and 
move from Wilmington after Thanksgiving, the Town Crier 
has learned. The controversial former chairman has 
abandoned the sinking ship of presidential hopeful Paul 
Tsongas, for whom Donovan worked as a staffer, and 
supported as a $1,000 contributor. Political activist Donovan 
has landed in the dinghy of a fledgling Democratic con- 
gressional campaign in, of all places, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

The big winner here is the authority's executive director 
Ella Belmore, who will be free of her most caustic critic. 

Donovan was a high-profile member of the Democratic

Grace, ousted from office in 1990. Donovan moved to the 
Rocco DePasquale camp in the spring of last year, serving 
asa key staffer in the former selectman's fiesty Democratic 
primary battle with Rep.

Last year Donovan unsuccessfully managed the bid of 
Dorothy Butler to unscat his cqlleague Joan Sadowski. 
Butler went down to defeat and Donovan was subsequently 
ousted from his chairmanship.

It's time to 
pull together

When the town of Wilmington 
collectively begins to refer to 
School Committee meetings as 
“Wednesday Night at the Fights,” it 
is clear that things have gone too 
far. Edition after edition of the 
Town Crier is filled with examples 
of the petty bickering that School 
Committee meetings have been 
lowered to, We could debate for 
hours to place blame for the current 
State on the School Committee, but 
we would never all agree.Such are 
the workings of politics. 

But there is one thing on which we 
can all agree - the bickering and 
pettiness are not serving to give our 
children a better education or the 
taxpayers a bigger bang for their 
buck. The predictability of the four 
to three votes would be laughable 
were it not for the fact that there are 
real people and real issues affected 
by each and every vote the 
Committee takes. 

I believe the School Committee is 
at an important crossroads that will 
affect the qualify of our children's 
education for years to come. The 
Committee has just completed 
debate on a controversial new 
teachers contract that was recently 
ratified by a (stop me if you've 
heard this before) four to three 
vote. That vote is in the past and 
should remain there. The school 
Committee must focus on the 
present and future and, as a group, 
play the cards that they have dealt 
themselves, The voters in this 
April's town election will have the 
final say on the advisability of 
entering into this contract. 

And the road that lay ahead is at 
least as treacherous as the road 
already traveled. Next, the School 
Committee turns its attention to the 
renegotiation of Superintendent 
William Fay's contract, Today, it 
doesn't take someone with a PhD, in 
Fortune Telling to predict a debate 
peppered with riotous personal 
attacks followed by a four to three 
vote. However, as ironic as it may 
sound, I believe the very issue that 
could irrevocably divide the 
Committee also has the potential to 


be the vehicle to bring the 
Committee closer together! 

The challenge is this. Can the 
School Committee negotiate a 
contract that all seven members, the 
superintendent and the tax- payers 
are happy with? This is a tall order 
indeed, but it is possible - possible if 
certain School Committee members 
learn that compromise is a verb as 
well as a noun! 

Superintendent Fay's current 
contract has “jbeen the focus of 
public debate-for three years now - 
at the expense of the crucial debate 
that should be taking place. What 
the public and School Committee 
should be debating (or rather, 
discussing!) is how to ensure a 
quality education for all our 
children in these difficult budget 
times. Until the School Committee 
gets its act together, and stops the 
petty bickering and name calling, 
the debate will never focus where it 
should, 

So the question is this: Are four to 
three votes going to continue, or can 
we focus, as a community, on the 
important educational issues of the 
day? It is time for everyone, voters 
as well as school Committee 
members, to put our personal 
agendas aside and pull together for 
the sake of the 2900 school children 
in our collective care.

Time for 
annual 
flu 
vaccine 


Nearly 40,000,000 American 
adults should get a flu vaccine each 
fall - but only about 20 percent of 
the people who should receive flu 
shots are getting them. Outbreaks of 
the flu - or influenza - occur just 
about every winter. And now's the 
time to be vaccinated, says Joel 
Solomon, M.D., a family prac- 
titioner at Winchester Hospital. 

"The flu generally peaks between 
January and February,” he explains. 
“And because the vaccine takes two 
to four weeks to become effective, 
people should be getting their flu 
shots now." 

It is also important to understand 
that the strains of the influenza virus 
are never the same from year to 
year, so the vaccine is adjusted each 
year to combat the viruses that are 
expected to be prevalent. This 
means that people must get a flu shot 
each year, too - last year's 
immunization will not protect you 
from this year's strain of the virus. 

Who should get a flu shot? "People 
over 65, those with chronic 
pulmonary, heart or kidney disease, 
and people with diabetes should get 
annual flu shots," says Dr. Solomon. 

“Annual flu shots are also 
recommended for people at high 
risk of exposure, such as health care 
workers, college students and 
school children," he points out.

“Anyone who's had an allergic 
reaction to a previous flu shot 
should not be immunized, nor 
should anyone who is allergic to 
eggs,” says Dr. Solomon. "We also 
recommend that pregnant women 
not be immunized, or children 
under thé’ age of six months.” 

"The most important advice I can 
give regarding the flu is to parents," 
he cautions, "If your child has a 
fever as a result of the flu - or any 
viral infection - do not administer 
aspirin. It can trigger Reye's 
Syndrome, a serious neurological 
disorder." 

Instead, give your child 
acetominophen, or a bath in tepid 
water to lower the temperature, 
especially if it is over 103 degrees. 
If you haven't yet gotten your flu 
shot, Dr. Solomon says they are 
readily available. "Many organiza- 
tions offer them in community 
settings or in the work place," he 
says. "Or you can see your family 
physician.

Outdoors column 


This hunter defends his sport

The readers of this column are in 
two distinct categories. Those who , 
hunt and those who don't. The rest 
of the world is equally divided. 

T'm not shy about declaring my 
proclivity to hunt, but I'm annually 
bombarded by bombast about all 
the horrors of my favorite sport. I 
take an annual opportunity to hold 
my position, and here goes. 

Hunters are cruel. Not so. I head 
into the woods with the intent to kill 
one or more animals living there, 
no argument. I may use a bow and 
arrow or shotgun in Massachusetts, 
or a rifle in other states. 

I'll confess to being cruel to the 
individuals of whatever species I'm 
pursuing, but I hold an abiding love 
and respect for species as a whole. 
For example, whitetail deer are the 
lovelicst of animals, from majestic 
bucks to timid does. I would never 
do a thing to hurt deeras a species, 
but one or two individual members 
of the herd are in very deep trouble 
if I'm nearby during the short time 
hunters are allowed to take deer, In 
M chusetts, we get nine days to 
take deer with shotguns, December 
2 to 11, but not Sunday. Nine days. 
The rest of the time, I'll enjoy deer 
from afar. 

Hunters are gun nuts. Once upon 
a time, there was a loaded gun over 
every mantlepiece, and somehow 
we didn't self-destruct as a nation. 

$ are tools, period, and the few 
buse guns, indoors or out, are 
universally despised by legitimate 
gun owners. Gun owners object to 
new and prohibitive laws not from 
the NRA making people act like 
puppets, but because criminals are 
going to ignore the laws anyway 
(that's why they're criminals, eh?) 
while laws only make life difficult 
for decent gun owners. If a law is 
written to prevent crime, or better 
prosecute it, gun owners are quick 
to support it. 

If limiting guns is the answer to 
crime, why is Massachusetts, with 
some of the harshest gun laws in the 
country, having so much trouble? 
Laws only affect those who follow 
them, and those are the good guys. 

Am] going to shoot Bambi? If the 
cartoon character presented itself, I 
surely would, as a service to man- 
kind. Deer are not cartoons. They 
are meat-bearing animals, known 
as farm pests in many states, that 
cannot be domesticated. Those deer 
in the petting zoo might eat from 
your hand and seem docile enough, 
but antlered bucks have in the past 
gored humans to death when their 
mating season is at hand. Cattle are 
pretty too, if you get to know them, 

If you refuse to believe deer cause 
real damage, contact the Massachu- 
setts District Commission about the 
damage done in the closed Quabbin 
Reservation. Newly sprouted trees 
are unable to grow because the deer 
nip them off. That means many are 
going to starve, come winter. 

As for Bambi, that silliness gives 
hunters fits. 


Poor defenseless deer. Deer are 
well equipped to detect and evade 
pursuit, and their defense is to run 
like hell. A hunter who even sees a 
deer is lucky, and if one guy out of 
five kills one, it's a terrific season. 
It's nota slaughter, by any means. 

Hunters are destructive. Partially 
true. One percent of hunters are the 
troublemakers, and they cause huge 
problems for the rest of us. More 
private land each year is posted "No 
Trespassing” because of the sins of 
a few nitwits. | habitually pick up 


litter in the woods whenever I can, 
and many others do the same, but 
the tide continues to turn against us. 
“If we knew who the troublemakers 
are, we'd gladly deal with them. 
Hunters don't care at all about the 
environment. The biggest lie of all. 
Hunters enjoy the outdoors more 
than anyone else, while a few noisy 
“environmentalists" lounge in state 
capital buildings trying to pass new 
laws and calling themselves heroes 
of the great outdoors. Since 1932 
hunters have voluntarily paid a tax 
on equipment and licenses, with the 
funds going to buy prime land and 
improve wildlife habitat. Environ- 
mentalists are missing out on their 
greatest resource -- hunters -- by 
ignoring or insulting them, We're 
the ones who see the environment 
up close, so we know where to find 
illegal activities, like dumping. 


Hunting is dangerous. Hardly. If 
you drive to work, you're far more 
likely to suffer a fatal accident than 
if you spent a whole work week in 
the woods. But hunting fatalities 
and airplane crashes make better 
news copy than car accidents, so 
guess which ones you're likely to 
read about. Ten people wiped out in 
a Montana car crash won't get half 
the news lineage of a single hunter 
fatality in New Hampshire. 

Hunters are wasteful. Sorry, but 
I'll sit down to venison (deer) steak 
every chance I can, and virtually all 
the hunters in my acquaintance do 
the same. I can't think of a soul who 
hunts without eating what he takes 
from the field. We are exceedingly 
wasteful, however, when it comes 
to money. November and Decem- 
ber are “fat times” for motels and 
restaurants in the Berkshires due to 


deer hunting. I can't prove it with 
hard numbers, but the motel rates 
surely increase during deer season. 
In return, the locals sneer at us. 

Hunting has no future. It most 
certainly does. Free Hunter Safety 
classes draw hundreds every year, 
eyen to towns that don't allow any 
shooting, like Tewksbury. There 
are more deer in Ma: jusetts at 
the end of this century then there 
were at the beginning. True fact! 

We pay extra taxes, endure abuse 
from the public, suffer foolish laws 
and help fund the economy of out- 
lying areas without thanks, We love 
animals and the great outdoors, and 
we kill without hate and hopefully 
without pain, if possible. 


Some morning next week, as you 
drive to work and watch the world 
as it passes by, I'll be under a cedar 
tree on a quiet hillside, in whatever 
weather God provides us. I'll watch 
the sun come up, listening hard and 
knowing that I'm part of the forest, 
if only for a few days. 

If your car is tuned up, you may 
call yourself an environmentalist. 

I'll call myself a deer hunter, and 
my conscience will be clean and my 
spirit at peace with the world.

Thanksgiving Notebook 
by Rick Cooke 


There are years when the annual Thanksgiving morning clash 
between the Tewksbury and Wilmington High School football teams is 
played for pride and individual memories for certain seniors. This is 
one of those years. 

There is nothing at stake Thursday morning (10 a.m.) at Doucette 
Stadium except pride and a final shot at establishing something 
memorable for the seniors on each team. No Super Bowl- I mean 
playoff berth- is up for grabs here. Not even a winning record can be 
achieved by either team. Tewksbury (4-5-0) can reach .500 with a 
team that will dress only eight seniors. Wilmington (2-7-0) can snap a 
seven game losing streak. The Redmen are playing to establish a solid 
foundation for their future, while the Wildcats would like to wipe out 
the memory of a season gone sour with a victory that would be added 
to the list of Thanksgiving upsets. 

Coach Ed Harrison's Wildcats have struggled all season to mount an 
offense and keep their key people healthy. Junior quarterback John 
O'Reilly (13) is ready to play after missing two full games and parts of 
others with elbow and ankle problems. A year ago the Wildcats 
aggravated the TMHS coaching staff with their prolonged acrial antics 
enroute to a 45-28 Redmen win that helped clinch a Division I Super 
Bowl berth for Tewksbury. 

O'Reilly missed that contest with an injury and backup Mike 
Alonardo (11) took over, with good results. This season however, the 
Wildcat receivers have struggled along with O'Reilly and the bulk of 
the offensive workload has fallen on the sturdy shoulders of senior 
running back Bob Fleming who has gained over 600 yards in nine 
games for the Wildcats. When Wilmington doesn't hand the ball to 
Fleming, look for many gadget plays involving solid juniors Tom 
Aprile (26), Tom Killilea (25) and Dan Ballou (85). 

Harrison laments the number of blown opportunities that resulted in 
tough Wilmington losses early in the season. "We lost a couple of very 
tough games early in the season," admits Harrison. "In the Billerica 
game we had over 100 yards in penalties, the Haverhill loss was tough 
with Fleming running for over 180 yards, and the Methuen loss was 
another tough one for us." 


Double 
threat 


Harrison knows who his defense must contain in order for the 
Wildcats to have much of a chance Thursday morning. "Dana 
Boudreau (8) is their catalyst," notes Harrison. "He's the person who 
makes their team go. Larry Rodgers (34) has played well for them, 
that Ryan McNeal (23) kid has come on and Walter Jop (77) has been 
good on defense. But their true leader is Boudreau." 

There is no doubt that Boudreau is largely responsible for 
Tewksbury's success this season. The first team senior all-conference 
quarterback completed 60 of 131 passes for 910.yards and three 
touchdowns. He also rushed for 277 yards and three TMHS 
touchdowns. When you combine those figures with the fact that 
Boudreau is one of the TMHS leaders defensively, having played three 
positions, then there is no question why several solid Division III 
colleges has shown legitimate interest in the Tewksbury senior. 

While Boudreau might trigger the TMHS' offense, he does have 
more weapons at his disposal than does O'Reilly. Rodgers has been a 
double threat for the Redmen, rushing for 323 yards and five 
touchdowns while catching another 22 passes good for 382 yards and 
two more touchdowns. Tewksbury also has discovered a potential 
all-star in junior running back Ryan McNeal and his 520 yards and five 
TD's. McNeal has helped snap the Redmen out af an offensive decp 
sleep in recent contests. Ryan has also developednto a nice receiver 
with five eatches good for 119 yards. 

Boudreau's other targets include junior Jay Mackey (17) with 10 
receptions for 129 yards; junior Steve Sinkus (28) with six grabs good 
for 112 yards; junior Dave O'Keefe (30), senior Mike Minior (80) 
and junior Matt Moore (43). 

Redmen coach Joe DelGrosso has put this season in proper 
perspective after reaching the lofty heights of the Super Bow! in his 
first season as head coach after replacing Bob Aylward a year ago. 
“We played two games where we were really disapointed with our 
performance and that was against Billerica and Dracut," noted 
DelGrosso. "We also gave up over 80 points in our first two games 
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Tewksbury High School senior running back Larry Rodgers (34) is a double threat 
for the Redmen rushing and pass receiving.

"When Danny 
Sprague (the other captain) went down with an injury, those three guys 
provided this team with some real leadership. They've been a real 
pleasure to coach." 

DelGrosso shrugs off any suggestion that the Wildcats will be coming 
into this game on a downer with seven straight setbacks this season and 
no Thanksgiving victories since 1984. "I would really rather have 
them coming here with the identical record as us. It's like the dog that's 
been hit by a car. You go to help it, and it just might bite you," warns 
DelGrosso. "They will be ready to play. This will make their season," 
concludes DelGrosso. 

After surviving a Sunday morning practice in a cold, soaking rain, 
DelGrosso got warm and reasoned why his team had to be on the 
practice field on such a lousy day. "We had to be out there today in this - 
stuff. The kids know that, because we had a lot we had to get done 
today. This game is very important to this team’s future." 

The Wildcats definitely have a future with certain changes in 
philosophy, but they would like to think about now rather they what 
will be or might what have been. A win at Tewksbury Thursday would 
look very nice in the Wilmington Thanksgiving record book. But, 
don't bet that extra slice of pie on it. The Redmen will roll, 28-6.

t’s a start with the basics atti- 

tude at the Fewksbury Little 

Theatre which works under 
the philosophy established by 
Artistic Director Liborio “Sal” 
Salamone that “Acting is Fun.” 

Salamone has been working 
under that philosophy for 60 
years, since his days of acting in 
East Boston and through World 
War Il where his performances 
were done in a German prisoner- 
of-war camp. 

Salamone brought his family 
and his philosophy to Tewksbury 
in 1962 and has been providing 
fun for children and thcir families 
ever since, 

The Little Theatre Company 
rehearses and performs their plays 
in the social hall of the Tewksbury 
United Methodist Church, 

It also brings a new meaning to 
the phrase “little theatre” as the 
space is very small and the partic- 
ipants range in age cighth to 
eleventh graders. 

If there was another philosophy 
involved in the company it could 
be expressed in a sign that should 
be placed over the hall’s doors, 
“No professionals need apply.” 

Salamone said “We never turn 
anyone away.” 

He then qualifies the statement 
by making it clear that anyone 
who applies better be ready and 
willing to learn. 

As an example, Salamone tells 
the story of several Billerica male 
students who came to an audition 
for the companies recent produc- 
tion of “Little Women.” 

According to Salamone, the 
four knew that the play has very 
few male parts, 

Sensing that they may be trou- 
blemakers he found out that they 
were taking lessons at Billerica 
High School and he told them to 
return there. 

Salamone explained, that 
Billerica has one of the best the- 
ater programs in the area. He did 
not need students of that caliber in 
his company. 

Salamone claims that all of his 
students are “gifted and talented.” 

He notes that depending on the 
particular class, the students do 
everything in connection with the 
show, from set design to acting to 
directing. 

The plays are put up within a 
space of five weeks, This can be 
done because in the true nature of 
theater, the set design is very 
basic and invites the use of one’s 
own imagination, 

“The sets are all made up by 
using various materials to trim 
and cover the blackboards that 
make up the scenery,” Salamone 
said. 

Once in a while Salamone will 
reach outside of his pool of young 
students and include a parent who 
expresses a desire to act, but has 
never done it.

The whole idea started when 
Salamone was 12-years old and 
living in East Boston. 

He notes that in those days he 
was a member of the Goodwill 
Neighborhood House, which is 
still a local youth center. 

He started his acting career 
with a part in Charles Dickens’ 
“A Christmas Carol.” 

After that he went on to learn 
his avocation and started directing 
plays for several social, religious 
and civic organizations in the East 
Boston area. 

When World War II came 
along, Salamone found himself in 
the U.S. Army directing plays 


Salamone said. 

He and his fellow prisoners 
would put on skits that were remi- 
niscent of Boston’s Old Howard 
Theatre reviews. 

According to Salamone the 
shows were a great success. 
“They showed up the Germans 
and provided a comedy relief.” 

His prison term lasted 14- 
months from February, 1943 to 
April of 1945 when they were lib- 
erated. 

According to Salamone, the 
prisoners were always rotated so 
he had fresh crews to work with, 

He notes that by the end of his 
time, the German captors were the 


best audience for the shows. 

After Salamone was rotated 
back home, he started his job as 
an information receptionist for the 
Department of Defense. In that 
position, Salamone worked at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard and the 
Watertown Arsenal photographing 
people as they entered the federal 
facilities. 

In his retirement, photography 
is a still a big part of his life. He 
teaches it to students in the 
Tewksbury Four-H Club. 

As a job to keep himself busy, 
Salamone also works as a substi- 
tute teacher at the Shawsheen 
Regional Vocational Technical

with and for the troops. 

However, at one point 
Salamone wanted more of the 
action and found himself 
parachuting into his family home 
in Sicily. 

He notes that the experience 
was kind of disappointing. 
“Because of the war there was no 
one around to greet me when I 
landed.” 

Salamone then found himself 
landing on Anzio, which ended 
his fight for freedom. 

He was captured on the beach- 
head and eventually found himself 
in a prison camp just outside of 
Berlin. 

The idea came to him with a 
Red Cross package which includ- 
ed a recreational kit. 


Salamone noticed that the 
morale of his fellow prisoners was 
being broken down by the 
Germans. As an antidote, he put 
the prisoners to work rehearsing 
and performing a show. 

“The Germans could starve us 
but they couldn’t kill our morale,”

He started the 49- 
acre collection of trees in 1925, 
He wanted to protect the best 
native hollies on Cape Cod and 
perpetuate them against destruc- 
tion, not only by people but from 
fires and increased construction. 
To these American hollies were 
added imported varicties from 
Europe, China and Japan, selected 
for their beauty and hardiness 
After Mr. Whecler's death the 
property was purchased by Mr. 
and Mrs. Josiah K. Lilly, III, and 
was given to the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society in 1964. 

For centuries holly has been 
used to celebrate various winter 
festivities ranging from Christmas 
to the Roman saturnalia, Ancient 
Britons considered holly a holy 
plant 

All proceeds from Holly Days 
are used to maintain the grounds 
at Ashumet. The Ashumet Holly 
and Wildlife Sanctuary is located 
off Route YS and'Curricr’ Road in 
East Falmouth on Cape Cod.

The last week of October was 
fish spawning week for the 
Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. On Monday Al 
Aittaniemi and his staff at the 
Division's Fish Hatchery in 
Sandwich, drew and fertilized 
439,000 eggs from 150 brood 
stock brown trout, On Tuesday 
staff at the Hatchery in Palmer 
spawned Atlantic salmon and on 
Wednesday, despite driving winds 
and rain, the Sandwich Hatchery 
crew took eggs from Brook Trout 
and from the Sea-Run Browns. 

While Bay state anglers are all 
aware of the Division's fish stock- 
ing activities, few have consid- 
ered the complex operation which 
goes into producing and rearing 
the fish which they enjoy. 

This year's spawning activities 
began under less than auspicious 
circumstances as Hatchery 
Manager Al Aittaniemi was called 
to the station at 5 a.m. to deal with 
a power Outage. By 8:30 a.m., 
with power restored, spawning 
operations got underway. 

Using a soft net, two staffers 
pushed the 3-5 1b. brown trout 
broodstock to one end of the race- 
way. There, the fish were netted 
out of the pools and held in tubs 
for processing. The actual spawn- 
ing began as each of the females 
was tested for readiness to release 
eggs. Most of the fish responded 
to abdominal pressure by releas- 
ing a golden stream of eggs. The

few that were not yet fully ready 
were returned to the water. 
Aittaniemi estimates that at 700 
eggs/pound these five pound 
brood fish would produce about 
3500 eggs each. 

As the eggs were collected, 
fish pathologist Jennifer Haug 
drew samples of ovarian fluid 
which would be used to test for 
the presence of IHN virus, a virus 
which has troubled hatcheries in 
four western states but has never 
yet been recorded in any 
hatcheries in Massachusetts, 

After the virus sampling, milt 
or sperm from a male fish is 
extruded and mixed in. Then the 
now-fertilized eggs are taken to 
the hatch house where they are 
washed. Cool, well oxygenated 
water trickles over the eggs carry- 
ing away, infertile eggs and empty 
"shells." 

Additional infertile eggs -- eas- 
ily identified by their whiteness -- 
are removed with a minute scoop. 
Then the eggs are placed in a 
water bath to “harden.” 

Once the eggs are water-hard- 
ened and the cell membrane has 
become impervious, the eggs arc 
washed in an antiseptic solution to 
climinate bacterial or fungal 
growth. Then they are placed on 
hatching trays and covered to pro- 
tect them against disturbance and 
light. 

For the next 40 days they will 
be checked by hatchery staffers 
who will monitor the water flow 
and remove any eggs found to 
have died. After 23 days the fish 
embryos will have developed into 
so-called "eyed-eggs." After 40 
days the eggs will hatch into sa¢ 
fry which swim about still 
attached to the tiny yolk sacs 
which will nourish them for the 
first few days of their life. This 
particular batch of young brown 
trout will be ready for release in 
the spring of 1993 and 1994. 

On Tuesday attention focussed 
on the Roger Reed Hatchery in 
Palmer where hatchery manager 
Mike Mascly and his staff began 
spawning 250 Atlantic salmon 
This process will, when complet 
ed, produce over a million fertil- 
ized eggs. 

The Palmer eggs are renowned 
among fish cullurists, Brood stock 
here produce more eggs than at 
other salmon hatcheries; 
which are 99% fertile or better -- a 
percentage that most hatchery 
managers would envy. These eggs 
are fertilized, washed and water. 
hardened much like the brown 
trout cggs. 


Some of these eggs will be 
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Fish spawning a complex process, 


held at Palmer where they will be 
reared over the winter and 
released into the Deerfield and the 
Westfield as fry in April and May 
of 1992. The rest will be sent to 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
Salmon Rearing Station in Bethel, 
VT for use in the smolt release 
program for the Connecticut 
River, 

On Wednesday, activity shifted 
back to Sandwich where, despite 
driving winds and rain, Aittaniemi 
and his staff spawned Brook 
Trout. Over 100,000 eggs were 
taken and fertilized to produce 
some of the Brookies which will 
be released in 1993. Additional 
brook trout eggs will be pur- 
chased. That same day the 


e 


Sandwich staff took 24,000 eggs 
from the parent stock of the sea- 
tun browns which have produced 
a popular fishery in the southeast. 

Under the best of circum- 
stances, the spawning days are 
long and grucling. There is no 
time to take breaks and crews 
work “until the job is finished.” 
By the end of the day staffers are 

¢ of satis- 
faction. The proc has gone 
smoothly and efficiently. 

The long spawning days mark 
the beginning of-a two year fish 
rearing odyssey which will culmi- 
hate in the notice that reads very 
simply, "Division to stock half a 
million trout as anglers look for- 
ward to more fine fishing

Even the most disciplined peo- 
ple indulge themselves occasion- 
ally, Helen explains that it's espe- 

ally important to keep a positive 
attitude even when this happens. 
Keep in mind that it doesn't have 
to be all or nothing. "If you have 
that pumpkin pie, certainly enjoy 
it! Don't condemn yourself for a 


little indulgence ~ but don't let it 
turn into an eating binge cither, 
Just get yourself back on your 
healthy cating track the next day.”
